Mr. Williams suggested 
that an Advisory Council for Dunbar Branch be organized, and 
Mr. Nix thought that five out standing Negroes could be appointed 
by the Negroes them a -lve.- for this Advisory Council. 

Although a quorum was not pre-'-ent, the Board adopted the 
revised Budget unanimously, asking that it be presented separatel 
to another member of the Board to malic a quorum. Miss Townes 
pointed out that the salary Increases should be retroactive to 
January 1, and the Board agreed, Mention me made of Mrs, Eugene 
Basinski's excellent service to the Library, and the Board asked 
to have her salary raised to *l6::0 retroactive to January 1, 194?

The annual meeting of the Athens Clarke County Library Board

The reading of the minutes was dispensed with on a motion 
from Mr, Nix seconded by Mr. Williams. Motion carried. 

Mrs. Wilkins read a brief financial report, showing the amout 
of income and expenditures in March and. the balance on hand Apr. 1, 
after which the Director comn ended briefly on the increase in 
circulation and the need for more trained staff. The vacancy left 
by Mrs. Babin ski has not yet been filled because of the lack of 
suitable applicants and the general shortage of rref essional libra- 
rians. Meanwhile , the Library was making out with the cataloguing 
by Mrs. Burnet's working full time and Miss Alma Hughes working 
overtime on Saturdays. 

An invitation to the Board to send our Negro branch librarian 
to Atlanta University in May for a one week institute was read by 
Mrs. Burnet at Mrs, WilklrE 1 a request. The expenses of the Institute 
are being paid by a foundation; the Inly cost to the Board would be 
hiring n substitute to keep the branch open. It was moved by 
Mr. Williams, seconded by Mrs. KcH&tton, that Mrs. Wilkins work out 
a way to send Rosie Jar r fell to the Institute In Atlanta. Motion carried, 

by way of unfinished business - Mrs, Wilkins reported that the 
purchase of the Stern house has net yet been decided or. by the County 
Commissioners. They have appointed a Citizens Committee to advise 
them on the expenditure of the bond issue funds. The Committee con- 
sists of Judge Blanton Fort son, Mar-ton Hodgson, Abit Nix. James White,

Although the annual meeting is the regular time for the election 
of officers, since the Board will probably be enlarged shortly, 

Mrs. Me Hat ton moved and. Mr. Williams seconded the motion that the 
election be postponed until the new board la appointed. Motion curried. 

Notice had been given to member a of the Board of the proposed 
change In the Constitution to permit ejfclargpbent of the Board,' on 
or before March 12, 194?* in accordance with the Constitution, Mr. 

Nix moved and Mr. Williams seconded the motion that rj nominating 
committee for membership ton the Board consist of Mr c . . Wilkins, 

Mrs. McHattOh and Mrs, Sha&g'ett. Motion carried., Mr. Nix acting 
chairman. Mi, Nix then moved that the word ’'fifteen" in Article III 
be deleted sc as to permit increase to a maximum of thirty members, 
and that the method of determining election of the Board members, 
fe.g. how retirement should be staggered, etc,, be established by 
the nominating committee. Mr. Williams seconded. Motion carried. 

On recommendation of the Director as reported by Mrs. Wilkins, 

It was moved by Mr. Wllllaaa., finance chairman, seconded, and carried, 
that Mrs. Burnet be employed on a fulltime basis at 92700 until ■’ 
cataloguer could be fuund.
